I. HERE ſhall be had and kept 
one Book, called the Charter-Book, 
wherein ſhall be fairly written, the Copy 
of the Charter: All his Majeſty's Grants 
on the Behalf of the Society: The Obli- 
ation and Subſcriptions hereto of the 
Fellows of the Society: All the Statutes 
of the Society : The Names and Titles of 
the Benefactors to the Society, with their 
Donations ; as alſo the Regiſter of all the 
Fellows of the Society. 

II. There ſhall be had, and kept a Book 
called the Statute-Book, wherein ſhall be 
fairly written the Charter of the Society, 
all the Laws, Statutes and Conſtitutions 
made, or to be made concerning the Go- 
vernment and Regulating the Society or 
Council; as alſo a Duplicate of the Regiſter 
of the Fellows of the Society. 

III. There ſhall be had and kept Journal- 
Books for the Society and Council, where- 
in ſhall be enter'd all the Orders, and 
remarkable Paſſages of the Society and 
Council, at their reſpective Meetings. 

IV. There ſhall be had and kept Regiſter- 
Books, wherein ſhall be fairly written, all 


{uch 
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ſuch Obſervations, Hiſtories and Diſcourſes 
of Natural and Artificial Things, as ſhall 
be ordered to be entered; as alſo all ſuch 
Philoſophical Experiments, together with 
the particular Accounts of their Proceſles, 
as ſhall be order'd to be enter'd therein. 

V. There ſhall be had and kept a Book 
of Letters, wherein ſhall be fairly written, 
all ſuch Letters, and Extracts of Letters 
of the Society, or to the Society, or to any 
Member thereof, concerning Philoſophical 
Matters, as ſhall be order'd to be enter'd. 

VI. No Fellow ſhall give any Copy 
or Tranſcript of any Matter contain'd 
in the Regiſter-Books, or other Books of 
the Society, to any one that is not a Mem- 
ber thereof; nor communicate the ſame 
to any ſuch Perſon to be tranſcribed, with- 
out particular Leave obtain'd at a Meet- 
ing of the Society ; except the ſaid Matter 
were originally brought in or communi» 
cated by himſelf, * 


C HAP. 
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CHAP. XVI 
H Benefactors. 


VER Y Benefactor to the Society, 
L. whoſe Gift amounts to the Value of 
Five Pounds or more, ſhall have his Name 
regiſter'd in the Catalogue of Benefactors, 
With the mention of his Gift: And every 
Benefactor that ſhall preſent the Society 
with any Sum of Money or Gift, to the 
Value of Fifty Pounds Sterling, or more, 
or ſhall procure any Advantage that ſhall 
be eſtimated by the Sotiety, to be of the 
like Value, upon Acceptance ſhall with- 
out Election have the Privilege of being 
reſent at the Meetings of the Society, 
nd ſhall not be obliged to Payments: 
And if any of the Fellows of the Society, 
Mall preſent to the ſame, the like Gif 
or Sum of Money, he ſhall not be obliged 
to Payments for the future. 


F CHAP. 
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CH AP. XVII 


Of the Death or Receſs of any 
Fellow. 


1 PO N the Death, or the voluntary 
withdrawing of any Fellows of the 
Society, one of the Secretaries ſhall note 
ſuch their Death or Receſs in the Mar- 
gin of the Regiſter, againſt their Names: 
and the Withdrawing of any Fellow ſhall 
be recorded in the Journal-Book. 


C HAP. XIX. 
The Form and Cauſes of Ejectian. 


I. Henſoever there ſhall be Cauſe 
| for the Ejection of any Fellow 
out of the Society, the Preſident ſhall at 
ſome Meeting thereof, cancel his Name in 
the Regiſter, and at the ſame Time pro- 
nounce him ejected in theſe Words, 
Ido by the Authority, and in the Name of 
the Royal Society of London, for improv- 
ing Natural Knowledge, declare A. B. to 
be now ejected, and no longer a Fellow thereof.

And the Ejection of every ſuch Perſon 
ſhall be recorded in the Journal-Book. 

II. If any Fellow of the Society ſhall 
contemptuouſly, or contumaciouſly diſobey 
the Statutes or Orders of the Society, or 
ſhall by Speaking, Writing or Printing, 
publickly defame the Society ; or adviſes” 
ly and maliciouſly do any thing to the Da- 
mage and Detriment thereof, he ſhall be 
ejected out of the Society. 
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
